mer ol becf.should ho called to Iho necnui- 
ly of immediate and stringent measures to 
prnvent the further, spread of the c.iltle dis- 
ease, which is now prevailing lo snch an 
alarming extent. 


The chinas of humanily at well ns the 


interest of the enlire community demand it. 


Several towns have already taken steps in 


this direction, anil Eorae " action 1ms been 
taken by the General Assembly of this Stale, 
but its extremely contagious character re- 
quires prompt and united action, 
if we 


would successfully combat il. 


The Secretary of the Jiew York State Ag- 


ricultural Society says the disease is at this 
time prevailing to a very annoying extent 
in Great Britain. 
It is highly contagious, 


not only by contact with diseased animali, 
but olso by contact with the discharges from 
the sores, and tbe contagion may IK cm- 
veycd by the matter adhering lo Iho clothes, 
especially the shoes, of persons attending 
diseased animals, and also by tua mailer in 
the dung aud litter of animals,on which ac- 
count 
ihcre is ppccisl danger from the 


manure or din thrown oul of cattle cars at 
stations or in Diction. 


Tbo disease is also rapidly and frequently 


communicated by the discharge dropped 
upon tbe highways by sick cattle driven 
over thern/nnd for this reason the first pre- 
caution to be taken is lo prevent Iho raovioz 
of cattle attacked by the disease. 


The milk of cows thus affected should in 


no case be used as human food or given to 
animals. The disease is seldom fatal lo ani- 
mals in good heallh and condition ; bul ow- 
ing to (lie pain and ftrer thai attend il,and 
also lo the soreness of the mouth, prevent- 
ing feeding, Ihe sick ahimelj Icse flesh and 
consequently value to a great estent. 
They 


should be sustained during Ihe period—gen- 
erally five days or more—that Ihe mouth 
continues paiufully sore, by frequent mrs- 
Mt of grcel elc., which is oficn necesstry 
to pour down Iheir tbroats.becauso Ihey re- 
fuso lo lake any food voluntarily. 


There is still ;i doubt in the minds of 


some whether the disc.isc is an epidemic or 
simply contageous. If the former, of course 
all (iuaranlii:e precisions are unavailing); if 
tbelatler, as is generally helievid, those 
communities that move earnestly and intel- 
ligently in the matter will escape this miser- 
able scourge. 


A gentleman who recently visited Brigh- 


ton informs us that be §»w many c.iltle af- 
fected with this disease, and it was suspect- 
ed that they often found their way to the 
bulcher?. It is lo be hoped th«t steps f\ 11 
ftt ooce be taken, not only to Arrest the pro- 
grcss of licdi-esse, bul also lo preterit in- 
feclcd mcit from being sold in Ihe markets.
